The Skilled Builder. 


We are glad to take from the Syracuse 
Standard an account ef an address on 
“The Skilled Builder” given by Archi- 
medes Russell before the Builders’ Ex- 
change of that city recently. Mr. Rus- 
sell, whe is a prominent architect in 
Syracuse, is a eon of Moody Russell of 
this town, and was the architect chosen 
tea examine the upper stories of the 
Capitol at Albany. He spoke as 
follows: 

‘‘He whe produces, constructs or 
creates 18 commonly termed a builder. 
Qur livea, our characters, the influence 
we exert are the results of our employ- 
ing all the materials which circum- 
stances offer. Thus we are the build- 
ers of our'own character, and are 
therefore alone responsible. Whether 
we would or not we all are builders, 
We all are engaged iu building a do- 
mestic structure, decorating it with 
love, devotion, and hospitality. The 
same silent, effectual work goes on in 
all our employment. The building 
keeps going on. We find ourselves 
engaged in erecting the governmental 
structure however humble our positions 
may be. It is therefore essential that 
we should build well. Our foundations 
should be broad, level and firm, each 
part should be symmetrical and when 
the structure is complete it shall shine 
with unfading lustre which time cannot 
diminish. In our material and physi- 
cal efforts we have to employ the same 
unfaltering determination. 

Does it not seem strange that the 
builder of to-day is looked upon with 
such disdain. The contractor is a 
sharper, the carpenter a chopper, the 
mason a mud slinger, the painter a 
dauber, the metal worker a tinker. It 
would seem that the public do not ap- 
preciate the importance which gathers 
around the skill of the builder. He, to 
a most vital degree, has the lives of 
ourselves and those who are dear to us 
in his hands. The very city we live in 
represents only so much as he has 
done, it is the visible result of his 
labors. When we view the marvelous 
metropolitan structures we regard with 
admiration and wonder the result of 
his handiwork. He has given to the 
world the beautiful repositories of art, 
the superb cathedrals. Without his 
efforts countries and nations would 
have no existence and we would be in 
a primitive condition. History, ancient 
and modern, without the builder would 
be little more than a blank. The records 
of the ages are preserved in the monu- 
ments of constructive art of the an- 
cients. The skillful builder has, by 
his conscientious labor, handed down 
the record of the fame and glory of the 
ancients. The beautiful monuments 
of India and Egypt tell of the love of 
those uations. The centuries and 
deriods of the ages are divided by the 
character of his labors. Any of his 
characteristic terms tell the time of 
history of the work. He of all others 
leaves his impress{for the observation 
of the future.How necessary then that 
his work shall be carefully done, that 
his structure shall be permanent. We 
should not be satisfied with any but 
the greatest possible excellence. Our 
failures cannot be excused or palliated. 
We cannot make the excuses that others 
can. Our foundation must be firm and 
well balanced and the structure well 
made. The only excuse we may offer 
in shame for our blunders is ignorance 
and stupidity. 

The ability of men to acquire riches 
is not a measure of success in this 
world. The riches when attained are 
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soon scattered and in the short year | calls for no argument? 


after the greedy man dies nobody 
knows that he lived but those who may 
have felt his ayarice. If wealth and 
riches are ae sole aim in life, then 
don’t seek to be a builder, for while it 
is not impossible to obtain riches in 
this business, I will venture to say that 
it is done more by fatuitous circum- 
stances rather than by persistent work. 
There are many other more profitable 
pursuits. Piracy on the high seas, 
robbing an express car, building as- 
sembly ceilings, canalrings, Even the 
memory of a certain bell tower may 
come up in this connection, 

Assisted by all the ingenious sppli- 
ances, it is the skillful builder, aware 
of his abilities, who is bringing the 
work from seeming confusion to com- 
pleteness. By the learned professions 
is generally understood such as have 
been reached by scientific education. 
But who can say that there is any one 
of the learned professions that requires 
more mental discipline than does the 
builder’s? He solves problems more 
intricate than members of the so-called 
learned professions ever meet. 

Whatever is worth doing is worth 
doing well. The symmetrical building 
is but the perfected form of a thought 
from an imaginative mind. The superb 
structure of the architect 1s but a myth 
until the builder has fulfilled the plans 
of the architect’s thoughts. But it 
cannot be said that the architect’s part 
ends when his plans are drawn. He 
must continue to give the same careful 
attention to the building. A s!ructure 
may be of the commonest design, but 
the workmanship is so perfect that it 
at once engages our attention and 
interest. When poor workmanship 
spoils a beautiful realization of an art- 
ist’s thoughts we look for all sorts of 
impossible punishment. But when 
builder and designer are in accord and 
harmony, how interesting the results 
are. The meanness ef an owner can 
never be an excuse for poor workman- 
ship or rascality. 

For the general training of the builder 
little has been done in this country 
when we consider how much the, com- 
munity depends on the skill of his 
labor. The period of apprenticeship 
even 1s vague and indefinite. If the 
apprentice is ambitious to get to the 
front it is only by his own steadfast 
purpose that he is able to get ahead. 
While schools of learning are richly en- 
dowed all over this land, there are only 
half a dozen schools scattered over the 
same territory fer the education of the 
builder. It is remarkable that with 
all these disadvantages his results have 


been so wondetful. All the professional 


men are required to show merit before 
they are allowed to practice. The 
builder alone is allowed to do as he 
pleases. But the value of the schools 
of manual training is being proved 
where they have been tried and the 
time may not be far distant when they 
will be regarded as a necessary part of 
the public school system. 

On some occasions when an architect 
chooses a certain builder he is accused 
of complicacy for natural pecuniary 
benefit while in reality he only seeks to 
employ skilled labor. The architect 
who debases the name of his profession 
must have of necessity associated with 
himself a person who for ashare of the 
plunder will be willing to become his 
tool. The kind of a builder who seeks 
to avoid every point in his contract 
may always be found with architects of 
the same kind. 

As builders we have all had our 
period of infancy no matter how we 
may regard our strength now. The 
skilled builder is not made in a day, so 
we must regard these who are in the 
early stages with charity and good will, 
Your institution must be broad and 
open. It must include all, If a stone 
is rough and ill shapen you cannot af- 
ford to reject it, for by proper’ treat- 
ment it may become the head of the 
corner. Your exchange must be open 
like any other mansion that others may 
come in an enjoy your hospitality. In 
short, as soon as you become a close, 
selfish corporation, your period of use- 
fulness ceases, and you will sink into a 
merited oblivion. There is no reason 
that we should not be neighbors. Let 
us apply ourselves to the werk which 
is before us with faithfulness and char- 
ity. Let us be worthy in every sense 
of the title of skilled builders.”’

Ought we not to have, and can we 
not have with united interest and 
effort, A Ilome for the Aged, a charter 
for which. with board of officers, 
already exists? If the present need 
for this is not so urgent a8 to require a 
large outlay, then all the more reason 
why 1 should not longer be neglected. 

Ought we not to give, and can we 
not give with united interest and effort 
a generous support to the Werking 
Boy’s Club, already established, which 
with gifts of money and service, may 
develop into a great power of good to 
the class of worthy boys who are in 
need of, and eager for, the help it is 
the object of the Club to supply? 

The second thought 1s, do not these 
three *‘oughts” furnish material with 
which to organize an ‘Associated 
Charities” the same in kind as those 
now doipg so much good in our Warse 
cities? . ; 

The third thought comes in connec- 
tion with the question, where shall 
this centre be established, from: whence 
these lines of co-operative work,—to- 
gether with numerous others waiting 
to be be brought to our notice—shall 
radiate? A social centre, with a Social 
Science department, already exists in 
our community, which has originated 
and thus far supported the Boy’s Club. 
Is it too much to wish or hope for that 
this may become so large in numbers 
and so earnest in purpose, that through 
its agency, the ‘‘oughts’? which have 
been pamed, and many more equally 
important, may, in the not very dis- 
tant future become realized facts? *

Special Town Meeting. Andover Conference. 


A spevial town meeting has been called 
by the Selectmen for Friday morning, 
May 13, at 7.30 o'clock, to act on the fol- 
lowing articles: 

To choose a moderator to preside at 
said meeting. 

To see if the Town will authorize the 
issue of additional water bonds, under 
the provisions of Chapter 182 of the Legis- 
lature acts of the present year, deter 
mine the amount and terms of issue of 
such bonds, and instruct the Water 
Commissioners as to the expenditure of 
the proceeds of said bonds if deemed 
advisable. 

To see if the Town will vote to sell the 
old schoolhouse and the land belonging 
therewith in Ballardvale. 

To see if the Town will authorize the 
Fire Department to sell one of the steam 
fire engines. 

To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell the old Village District 
schoolhouses after they have been finally 
vacated by the School Committee. 

To see if the Town will vote to con- 
tinue the expenditure of the highway 
appropriation as in the year 1891, with- 
out hiring an engineer, and appropriate 
three thousand dollars for support of 
horses. 

To see if the Town will accept the pro- 
visions of Section 4 of Chapter 35 of the 
Public Statutes. (Relating to prevention 
of spreading of fires.) 

To act on any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting. 


The 33rd annual meeting of the Ando- 
ver Conference was held at the South 
Church Tuesday afternoon and evening. 
The attendance at both sessions was very 
large and the exercises exceptionally in- 
teresting.. The meeting was callea to 
order at 2 o’clock by Rev. J. J. Blair and 
T. A. McMaster of Lowell was chosen 
moderator. Rev. C. L. Merriam of Low- 
ell offered prayer, after which Rev. Mr. 
Blair reported for the committee of 
arrangements, the report as seen on the 
printed programmes being accepted. 
Secretary A.W. Burnham’s report was 
also accepted, and he was unanimously 
elected secretary for the ensuing three 
years. A business committee consisting 
of Rev. W. A. Keese of Lawrence, Dea, 
Burnham of Lowell and Mr. Shears of 
Chelmsford was then appointed and the 
statistical report for the year was 
adopted. $ 

The report of the committee appointed 
last year on the work of the churches 
was then called for, the chairman T. A. 
McMaster reporting. His report created 
some surprise, for it was anything but 
flattering judging from the answers re- 
ceived from some of the churches in the 
conference, there seemed to be a great 
religious indifference. There was a de- 
crease in the number of church mem- 
bers, in the number of additions by pro- 
fession and in the Sunday School mem- 
bership and a gain only in the Y.P.S.C.E. 
Some churches had made no additions 
during the year. Rev. Mr. Merriam 
thought this was a dreadful state of 
things and that something should be done 
right away, so he moved and the motion 
prevailed that a committee of three be 
appointed to draft suitable resolutions 
on this matter to be presented to all the 
churches. The committee chosen was 
Revs. Merriam, Oliphant, and E. P, 
Wood. This completed the business 
session of the morning. 


Deacon E. Francis Holt of the :West 
Church conducted a half hour prayer 
service, after which came the three ad’ 
dresses of the afternoon,-Dr. M. M. G. 
Dana of Lowell being the first speaker 
on the subject “‘New Methods in Home 
Missions.” Among other things Dr. 
Dana said that competition in church 
extension was as, pronounced as in_busi- 
ness, and in many places in the West 
there were three struggling churches 
where there were not more than 500 in- 
habitants. The work of evangelization 
can be done more economically. _Co-op- 
eration not competition is necessary. 
Home mission work needs to be released 
from denominationalism. There is money 
enough if properly distributed. In a 
great many places there are two many 
churches for the population and all over 
the country denominational officers are 
planting churches where they are not 
needed. In the West this is specially 
notable. Various schemes to remedy 
this condition of things are proposed. 
Representatives of contiguous places 
might unite several weak churches into 
one strong church, but this union can 
never be brought about under the pres- 
ent management. Some sort of an ad- 
visory body must be created to control 
the planting of new churches. Relief 
must come from outside of the present 
church boards. There must be Christian 
co-operation.__Let there be one church 
to every 500 inhabitants. The establish- 
ment of a new church is too serious a 
thing to be decided by any one denomi- 
national secretary or by the locality it- 
self. Denominational separateness when 
it obstructs is unjustitiable. There should 
be an inter-denominational committee of 
laymen, whose counsels would be heeded 
Combine resources and work in mutual 
harmony. Have one church only for 
town or district until it needs another. 

“Some conditions of church success” 
was the subject of the next address by 
Rev, H. H. Leavitt of North Andover. 
He said the subject was almost too vast 
to be dealt with in the short time al- 
lotted to him, but the report of the work 
on the Churches certainly set us to 
thinking, made him feel as though his 
subject was a very timely one. Church 
success, as he looked at it, means the 
building up of spiritual life in the church 
and the creation of spiritual life in those 
outside. Avs to the conditions, first of all 
@ spiritual ministry is needed, for a 
church is largely what a minister makes 
it. The second condition named was 
“The receptive as over against the criti- 
cal attitude of the people.” When peo- 
ple assume a critical attitude they hurt 
themselves and not the minister. The 
other conditions he considered necessary 
were @ more earnest consecration to 
prayer and an acceptance of personal 
responsibility. His appeal was an earn- 
est one, and was listened to very closely, 

The last set address was by Rev. W. E. 
Wolcott of Lawrence on “The Temper- 
ance Problem in Massachusetts,” and it 
was a strong and earnest exposition of 
his view of the question. He thoroughly 
aroused a number of extreme temperance 
men in the audience, who afterwards ex- 
pressed a great surprise that a minister 
of the gospel should take some of the 
views that the speaker did. He thought 
that the friends of temperance had rea- 
son to feel encouraged. He said that 
temperance work is no longer a crusade, 
but a philanthropy taken up by one part 
of a community for the benefit of an 
other. Improvement must come through 
legislation. There is no general desire 
of the people to see any change in the 
present law. It gives an opportunity for 
the expression of temperance sentiment, 
The verdict of- the ballot box_is indis- 
putable. We can grumble and Say the 
officers don’t enforce the law, but if pub- 
lic sentiment is not behind them, they

Dangers of Repression. 


One of the most successful meetings of 
the Society of Inquiry at the Seminary, 
during the current season, was held on 
Thursday evening, attended not only by 
the members and other students, but by 
several professors and the general public. 
Dr. C. W. Page, superintendent of the 
Danvers Luuatic Hospital, gave a valua- 
ble lecture on “The Adverse Conse- 
quences of Repression,” and rarely does 
any speaker receive such generous ap- 
plause as was accorded to him when he 
had finished. 

Taking as the basis of his address a 
case which came to his notice early in his 
professional practice, he discussed it in 
its relations to the training of the young 
and the treatment of those who are highly 
organized as to nervous sensibility. A 
model girl in a Christian household at 
Northampton, Mass., became suddenly 
insane; and whereas all her life had been 
above reproach, she seemed completely 
transformed and indulged in the coarsest 
and most profane language, shocking to 
all who heard her. Her old-fashioned 
physician, trained in the theological 
school of Jonathan Edwards, declared 
that she had become ‘possessed of a 
devil”; others, even less charitable, 
shook their heads and observed that she 
had been living a false and hypocritical 
existence, deceiving her friends as to her 
real character, The advance of mental 
science has enabled alienists to prove 
that neither of these theories was correct 
and to trace such mysterious catastro- 
phies to their source. 


Dr. Page then proceeded, in a very | 


lucid and conclusive manner, free from 
technical verbiage, to show how a wrong 
emphasis is too often placed on a negative 
view of duty and of moral character. The 
mind is accustomed systematically to 
dwell on actions or thoughts labeled 
“Not to be touched,” and the conse- 
quence is a morbid self-repression, which 
if not actually leading to insanity (as it 
many times does) ruins the happiness of 
the individual and perverts his influence 
on others. There is more especially a 
danger of this sort in childhood and in 
the cases of people who are keenly alive 
to a high sense of obligation. 

The remedy, or still better the preven- 
tive, is to cultivate a positive state of 
mind toward the duties of life. Nout a 
slavish fear of a personal devil, but a 
reverential fear of God, is the injunction 
of the Scriptures. Jesus was conspicu- 
ous for his explicit teaching in this direc- 
Not things to be shunned, but 
things to be done, were the subjects of 
his instruction. The lecture closed with 
Paul’s admonition to the Philippians— 
“Finally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are honest, 
whatsoever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are

| report; if there be any yirtue, and if there 


be any praise, think on these things,”

SHOT BY HER LOVER. 


WILLIAM CUNNINGHAM KILLS MAG- 
GIE WILLIAMS AT CAMBRIDGE. 


They Had Been Engaged to Ke Married, 
bat the Girl Afterward Rejected Him 
Because She Feared Him. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 26.—William 
E. Cunningham visited the house of Mrs. 
Boiomon, 26 Portsmouth street, yesterday 
afternoon, and asked her if she would go 
to the house of Miss Maggie Williams, to 
urge her to come over to see him. There 
was nothing especially strange in the re- 
quest, as Cunningham and Miss Williams 
had often met at Mrs. Rglomon’s, all three 

ving been acquainted a long time. Miss 
Williams entered the house soon after, 
and on going into the parlor with her, 
Canningham asked her to marry him. 
Promptly and emphatically she answered 
that she would not. After pleading with 
her, he asked her if she would not at least 
show by shaking hands with him that 
she retained some regard forhim, Miss 
Williams refused to do this,-whereupon 
Cunningham drew a revolver, firing one 
bullet into her head and another over her 
heart. As she fell, he fired one shot into 
his own head and a second one into his 
own breast. 

By telephoning, an ambulance and the 
services of some policemen were soon ob- 
‘tained, and Miss Williams, who was still 
alive, was started for the Massachusetts 
general hospital, but she died on the way. 
The murderer received, medical attention 
as soon as possible, and was also removed 
to the hospital.- He would say pothing 
about the matter, save that the woman 
was killed by getting in the way while he 
was trying to commit suicide. 

The date for the wedding of Cunning- 
ham and Miss Williams was set for March 
22, but a week before that date Cunning- 
ham broke a wooden leg which he wore, 
and consequently the ceremony was in- 
definitely postponed. Miss Williams had 
heard several stories which tended to show 
that he had deceived her in several ways. 
For instance, she gave him her watch and 
chain, intending that he should use it for 
the purpose of paying his landlady, but he 
disposed of it insome other way. This an- 
gered the girl somewhat, andit is said 
that when she showed her displeasure he 
threatened her with bodily harm. These 
threats were repeated so often that she 
became afraid of him, 

Cunningham May Live. 

Boston, April 27.—W. E. Cunningham, 
the murderer of Miss Williams, was this 
morning iti a very comfortable condition. 
Despite the serious nature of his self-in- 
flicted wounds, there is still achance of 
his ultimate recovery.

During his confinement he had been 
quiet and seemed indisposed to talk with 
the officers, although at-one—time-he-told 
one of them that upon the night of the 
murder he wentinuto a drug store and 
purchased a portion of paris green, which 
he took.

GIRDER GAVE WAY, 


Serions Accident at the Dedication of 
Holyoke’s ¥. M. C. A. Building. 

HOLYOKE, Mass., April 25.—The corner 
stone of thenew Young Men's Christian 
association building was laid Saturday 
afternoon with ‘imposing ceremonies. 
President Merrill Gates of Amherst made 
an eloquent address. The building will 
be a large and very handsome edifice of 
brown stone and. brick and will cost $75,- 
0u0. The site isan excellent one and cost 
$34,000. The association is one of the best 
in the state, and has a membership of 
about 700. money for the new build- 
ing was contributed by business men 
through the efforts of Secretary Bates.

When the injured 
had been extricated from the ruins, Rev. 
G. W. Winch closed the ceremony with a 
prayer for the injured, asked divine bless- 
ing on the building, and pronounced the 
benediction. 


BARBER LEAMAN IS DEAD, 


Brockton Offers » Reward for the Cap- 
ture of His Assailant, 


Brockton, April 28.—Collins A. Lea- 
man, the barber who was waylaid and 
robbed Tuesday night, died yesterday af- 
ternoon, To the last he remained un- 
conscious, consequently all efforts to ob- 
tain information which would lead to his 
assailant’s apprehension were futile. 

Two or three important questions arise 
in connection with the case.

qne Bag at the Knees Is a Sign of High

The intention of Providence is ne 
where made more clear than in the 
decree that the outer bifurcated gar- 
ment of the male human animal 
shall, after a suitable period of util- 
ity, bag at the points of genuflexion.

Seventy-five years ago Thomas L. 
‘Walker, then a mere boy, planted 
four walnuts by the roadside oppo: 
site his father’s house near Cedar 
Bluff, and some ten miles west of 
Knoxville. He died ten years ago, 
yet he lived to see four walnut trees 
grow toa measure of four feet in 
diameter, worth, if cut and properly 
seasoned, at least $400 each. Had he 
planted 300 walnuts on an adjoin- 
ing acre of ground his heirs when he 
died would have been $120,000 better 
off. ‘Today they would be $200,000 
better off. Had he planted ten acres 
they would: be worth at least, $2,000,-

walnuts, it would be the richest state 
in--the Union ‘by far.—Knoxville 
Journal.

Suspected Burglar Arrested. 


Sometime during Wednesday night the 
station at Ward Hill was entered and a 
store close at hand was burned. Three 
men were seen to pass through the place 
this morning, and from their conversa- 
tion and conduct, they were suspected to 
have committed both deeds. According- 
ly, upon leaving Ward Hill they were 
traced by a Mr. Sawyer to thistown. He 
immediately notified Chief of Police 
Smith who promptly set off in search of 
them. When first seen they’ were com- 
ing from the direction of the railroad in 
company; they soon separated, however, 
about noon in search of something to eat.

A Second Open Letter to Mr. Frye. 


Hon. N. P. Frye, Moderator of the 
annual town meeting, March 7,'92. 
Dear sir:—Your note of the 

26th ult., in answer to my questions in 
the TOWNSMAN, was duly received, and 
for an explanation that does not explain 
anything, I think “It takes the cake.” I 
do not blame you for not wanting to 
enter into a newspaper controversy, for 
it is very distaseful to me, but as you, 
in public town meeting (in effect) said, 
that I, and those associated with me, 


knew no better than to’petition for an 
article, so ¢tllegal that you could not 
even allow a motion to strike it from 
the warrant, but must rule it out your- 
self, I think I have a right to ask that 
you as publicly, either owledge that 
you made a mistake, or else give your 
authority for such a ruling. 

Evidently, if the old question should 
be asked you. “What’s in a name?” your 
answer would be that it depends alto- 
gether on the name. If N. P. Frye it 
is all right, but if J. ‘T. Johnson it is all 
wrong; or, at least, I judge so from 
your rulings, as only two articles before 
mine, I find one by N. P. Frye, to ap- 
propriate money for sewers, something 
that the law says, cannot be done until 
certain conditions have been accepted 
by the town; and yet you saw nothing 
out of the way in allowing a vote on 
this article and using your influence to 
have it carried. 

What I now affirm is, that in the first 


place your ruling was wholly. unwar- | use by election — officers . 
ranted, and without authority or prece- | 


dent. ‘ 

Secondly, that if you had a right:to 
make such a ruling in any. case, you 
were in this case. 

Thirdly, that you had not the slight- 
est idea of the duties pertaining to your 
office. 

You say that the answers to all my 
questions are in the statute law which 
anyone can read. I agree with you 
perfectly on that point, and it was be- 
cause J did read the law that I was led 
to ask those questions. I do not 
know what law you have been reading 
all these years, but judging from your 
performances, should think it must be 
“Tammany Hall” law, it certainly can 
not be Massachusetts law.. I beg leave 
to quote a few extracts from the Mass. 
law as published by the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, For the sake of 
brevity and in order not to confuse mat- 
ters, I will omit all words not bearing 
on these points and for the full text will 
refer you to the Public Statutes and the 
Acts of 1890 and ’91. If you have not 
a copy of these or cannot borrow them 
of any of your brother lawyers, I will 
lend you mine. 

As Mr. Phillips has already answered 
my second question, in the ‘Townsman 
of the 8th inst., I will mot again refer 
to that. Be 

Ist. In regard*to the rights of a 
Moderator to rule’ an article from the 
warrant. We find in Chap. 27, Sec. 
55, P. S. also in Chap. 423, Sec. 211, 
Acts 1890. ... The Selectmen shall 
insert therein (the warrant) all subjects 
which may, in writing, be requested of 
them by any ten or more voters of the 
town. ... Chap. 27, Sec. 60, P. S. 
and also Chap. 423) Sec, 217, Acts 1890 
say: 
The Moderator... shall regulate 
the business aud proceedings of the 
meeting, decide all questions of order 
and muke public declaration of all votes 
passed. Now if it was intended that 
any Moderator could) rule out any, art- 
icle he wished, of what use is the privi- 
lege, just quoted in Chay, 27, Sec. 55, 
P.S. It seems to me that it would be 
a very dangerous precedent to establish. 

Cushing’s and Robert’s Manuals say: 
“It is a general rule in all deliberative 
assemblies, that the presiding officer 
shall not participate in the debate or 
other proceedings, in any other capacity 
than _as_such officer.” Ile is only —al- 
lowed, therefor, to state matters of fact 
within his knowledge and to inform the 
assembly on points of order or course 
of proceeding when called upon for that 
purpose, or when he thinks necessary to 
do 80; ... 

Secondly, provided you had the power 
to rule out an article; in this case your 
ruling was wrong, inasmuch ag that the 
town has not established. a board of road 
commissioners within the meaning of 
the law. Ist, see Mr. Phillips’ article 
in the Townsman of the 8th inst. 2nd 
Chap. 386, Sec. 2 (as amended by 
Chap. 10, 1891) 1890, says, when a town 
accepts the provisions of this act it shall 
at the same meeting, or at some subse- 
quent meeting held at least ten days be- 
fore the next annual town election, 
determine the number and terms of such 
officers as are now required by law to 
be chosen by ballot, and also what offi- 
cers, if any, not now required by law to 
be chosen by ballot, shall thereafter be 
so chosen, also the number and terms 
of such officers. .. . All such matters 
shall be notified in the warrant for such 
meeting. At the meeting held in Feb. 
of this year, it was voted: “That the 
names of the candidates for town officers 
to be voted for at the annual town meet- 
ings hereafter be placed upon the ballots 
with the time of service for which they 
are elected, in the following order: viz., 

candidates for Road Commission- 
ers, from which one shall be chosen to 
serve three years,” ... (I omit all 
other officers) see town record. How 
does this establish any board of Road 
Commissioners? It is only a vote to 
have the ballots printed in a certain 
form. < 
Supposing Mr. Cheney should die at 
any time after the 20th of Jan. next, 
how is his vacancy of two years to be 
filled? It would be impossible to call a 
meeting thirty days before the next an- 
nual meeting to change the ballot. It 
seems to me that the proper form for 
the vote to have been made at that meet- 
ing is; Voted, that the officers to be 
chosen by ballot, hereafter, shall be as 
follows: viz., .. . three Road Commis- 
sioners for one, two and three years 
respectively... 

3rd. Even provided you were right 
on both the above points I still maintain 
that it was proper for the town to act 
on this question, and if it seemed best, 
to vote to abolish the board to take effect 
at the end of this year, ia proof of which 


see Sec. 2, (ag amended) Chap. 386, 
1890, just ant which says 


that the town may change the offi- 
cers, to be chosen by ballot, at a meet- 
ing held at least thirty days before any 
annual meeting; but 27, Sec. 74, 
P. S., says, . . . “But such acceptance 
may at any annual meeting thereafter, 
be revoked and the suid board abolished.” 
There is no provision made for revok- 
ing the acceptance of this act, at any 
other, than an annual meeting, except 
ut this one special meeting which was 
held in Feb, last. Therefor, this annual 
meeting being twelve months the 
next annual meeting, was certainly with- 
in the provision that it should be at 
least thirty days before. 

n answer to my third question in re- 
gfrd to counting the balfots, Chap. 328, 
Acts 1891, says: * 

Sec. 1. The secretdry of the Com- 
monwealth shall, . .°. provide every 
city and town with blank forms . . . for 
- in the 
count and canvas of votes cast at state, 
city and town elections. . . .; provided 
the ballots cast at such elections... 
are printed and distributed by the Com- 
monwealth or by such city or town, as 
provided by law... Sec. 4. Except 
as herein otherwise provided, the can- 
vas of votes cast shall be made in accord- 
ance with provisions of Sec. 95, Chap. 
423, Acts 1890. . . The results of such 
separate canvasses shall be reported to 
the presiding officer and compared with 
each other by him, and if they agree the 
result shall be recorded on the blank 
forms provided for that purpose; if they 
disagree, the canvas sliall be revised un- 
til av agreement is reached, 

See. 6. Any election officer who 
violates the provisions of this act shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment in 


the house of correction for twenty days. t

. » + Sec. 95, Chap. 423 referred to 
above, is to long to print, but provides 
only for counting the ballots after the 
polls are closed. Sec. 89 of the same 
chapter does provide that under certain 
conditions, the town clerk and Selectmen 
may open the ballot box, but no refer- 
ence is made to this section, in either 
the law of 1891 or in Sec. 95. 
Sec, 139, Chap. 453, 1890, says: 
Whoever in a town,-ward or precinct 
meeting, smokes or has in his possession 
a lighted pipe, cigarette or cigar, or car- 
ries into any such meeting, or keeps 
therein any intoxicating liquor, shall be 
deemed guilty of disorderly conduct, 
and the Moderator, warden’ Or other 
presiding officer at such meetiugy shall 
order such person to remove such pipe, 
cigarette, cigar or liquor or to withdraw 
mself from sugh»place of; meeting. . . 
It is most too much to expect that a Mod 
erator with a lighted cigar in his own 
mouth should enforce this law, but per- 
haps if there had been 4 little less tobac- 
co smoke in the hall, the canvassing of- 
ficers might have seen more clearly, and 
if the presiding officer had done his duty 
under Chap. 328, 1891, theré would not 
have’ been quite so’many blunders as 
were shown by the official declaration 
of votes cast, viz.: 


For Treasurer, there are two votes not 
accounted for; for ‘Selectmen, fifty-nine 
aré missing (enough to change the elec- 
tion); for School Committee, one more 
than the total cuat; Trustee for Public 
Library, four more; for Assessors, twen- 
ty-five are missing; for Constables, eigh- 
ty-eight are missing; for Overseers of 
the Poor, eighty are missing; Road 
Commissioners, one extra; Auditor, 
twelve missing, 

In proof of my third assertion, in ad- 
dition to all the above, I would respect- 
fully.refer you to the town records. If 
any town in this state can show a more 
mixed up meeting than our lastone, it 
should be prohibited from. every doing 
any more business... To show you 
how very easy it is, for even a talented 
lawyer like yourself to be mistaken, 
permit me to take one more. extract 
from the law. See Sec. 91, Chap. 423, 
1890, ..., and the voter may there 
deposit his ballot in the box with the 
offictal endorsement uppermost. and in 
sight. .. You required all ballots to 
be deposited just the reverse. 

I was always taught that when I 
agreed with the law that I was right; if 
I did not it was so much the worse for 
me, but you seemed to have learned the 
lesson the other “way, thus: If the law 
agrees with Mr. Frye, thé law is all 
right; but-if it disagrees with Mr. Frye, 
it is so much the worse for the law. 

If you wish any more proof on any of 
the above points, I'shall be very happy 
to try and enlighten you.

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CHILDREN’S SUNDAY. 


AN OBSERVANCE THAT HAS BEEN 
VERY SUCCESSFUL. 


It Has No Flavor of Sectarianism—Some 
Suggestions That Will Assist in Making 
Up an Attractive Programme—How the 
Children May Be Costumed. 


WAS a bright 
thought that led 
to the establish- 
ment of Chil- 
dren’s Day, and 
the brightest part 
of it was plac- 
ing the date on 
an early summer 
Sunday. A’whole 
Sunday in each 


year devoted by the churches to children!-~ 


Probably there were those who,chronical- 
ly averse to innovation, prophesied that 
no good would come of such a move. But 
the facts have not made their prophecy 
a part of history. The custom has been 
a success, and has grown to be almost 
universal. ; 

The churches that celebrate Children’s 
Day have a sermon especially for them 
at the morning service. The churches 
are decorated florally, of course, for 
every one associates children and flowers. 
The afternoon or evening is devoted to 
services, part of which are by as well as

called June Sunday, Floral Sunday, 
Rose Sunday and Children’s Day, and 
special programmes, chiefly musical, are 
published for it from year to year. | Be- 
ginning in this country as a fixed cele- 
bration in the Methodist churches, it has 
come to be regarded by many denomi- 
nations.

If the 
children do not sit on the platform a 
large ‘screen in three folds may be 
placed there. The frame, made of 
wood, with a network of wires to hold 
tlowers, can be ordered from a carpen- 
ter. When placed in position, before 
the services begin, a center panel in

each fold may be filled with evergreen | 


or a single variety of flower, perhaps 
daisies, except aspace in the middle of 
the center fold, which is left for a set 
design. Flowers, either in bunches or 
blocks arranged to fit-in exactly, are_to 
be brought up by the children to fill in 
the borders of the screen around the 
green panels,, They may, while giving 
their flowers, recite verses of Scripture 
or some of the quotations given here, 
After this is done letters forming the 
word ‘‘Rest” on the panel at the left 
hand of the audience are placed in posi- 
tion to show against the green at the top 
of panel. These letters can be hung from 
hooks or nails placed in the framework 
of the screen. This is done while be- 
hind the screen a quartet is singing the 
first stanza of the hymn ‘I Heard the 
Voice of Jesus Say.” 

While the second stanza is being sung 
the word ‘‘Life” is similarly arranged 
on the right hand panel. And as 
the last verse is rendered, the word ‘‘Je- 
sus” is placed directly over the open 
space in the green, which is to be filled 
in the form of astar with yellow blos- 
soms.

after the exercises are over. “And if it 
seems best, avery pretty substitute for 
a set floral piece—which always means 
great labor or a sizeable bill at the flor- 
ist’s—will be a mound or bank of flow- 
ers, all contributed by pupils, to be sent 
where they will be most welcome. 
Children’s Day can suitably be made 
the occasion for gifts of money and other 
things from favored children to little 
ones less fortunate than they. There 
are so many funds for sick babies and 
“little mothers” and all kinds of juvenile 
outings in the summer time that there 
need be no difficulty in finding worthy 


objects to which to send the money. 


Some suitable poems for recitation on 
Children’s Sunday are “A Child's 
Thought of God,” by Mrs. Browning; 
“Flowers,” by Longfellow, and a piece 
by an unknown author, “The Praise 
Meeting of the Flowers,” to be found in 
a compilation called ‘Flower Songs for 
Flower Lovers.” Some quotations are 
here given appropriate for use in any 
flower exercise for Children’s Day:

DECORATING THE CHURCH. 


How to Make It Look Attractive on Chil- 
dren's Day. 

The decoration of the church on Chil- 
dren’s Day is a matter of equal impor- 
tance with its adornment at Christmas 
time. It is an easior matter, though, for 
ali churches within reach of the fields or 
those lovely old-fashioned gardens filled 
with spity and odorous bloom. Flowers 
are obtainable everywhere in June, if 
not froin field and garden, at least from 
the florist’s. with the most moderate bills 
of the year. 

The work ot decorating will properly 
begin with the ceiling, or, as that is not 
usually ornamented for a single day

for reasons that it is unnecessary to 
state, the frieze or top of the side walls. 


| Many churches have a frieze composed 


of Scripture texts in large, quaint letter- 
ing extending around the whole audi- 
ence room. A very beautiful frieze it 
makes too. With a great deal of trouble, 
but pleasing results, a temporary adorn- 
ment of the same sort may be put in 
place for Children’s Day. The letters 
may be of gold, of gold edged with 
green, of colored paper, immortelles, 
flowers—anything that suits the taste of 
those having the-matter in.charge.. All 
except those made of perishable flowers 
can be~teft upon the walls a conside- 
able time.’ Suitable texts can be found 
in Psalms xix and xxiv, as in many 
other places in Scripture. Their choice 
also will be made to suit different 
churches. I[f the letters are all of one, 
or, at most two, colors, their appearance 
will be most-tasteful.. 

{f this -kind of a frieze is considered 
impracticable, have texts lettered on the 
wall spaces at the front of the church 
Among those to be used in this way are 
“The morning stars sang together,’ 
“The Lord is in his holy temple,” ‘Let 
everything that hath breath praise the 
Lord,” and ‘His banner over me was 
love.” [f there are two broad enough 
spaces, one on each side of the pulpit, 
put on one side, ‘*l am the light of the 
world,” and on the other, ‘In thy light 
shall we see light.” These words will 
be used appropriately when the sugges- 


| tions for a programme with the theme, 


“Jesus, the Light of the World.” are 
used, 

If a church can afford the, expense, a 
most beautiful addition to all decora- 
tion will be a series of gas jets, the pipe 
of which is bent into the form of a crois 
or a star. It is to be fastened hi, h 
against the wall back of the pulpit, and 
after the connection with the other 
pipes is once made the church will own 
@ means of decoration that will not wear 


| out and that can be used for every, oc- 


casion 
The spaces between the windows, if 


| plain, can be occupied by floral or ever- 


green crosses. The windows will lend 
themselves to all kinds of decoration, 
which will of course be in the hands of 
A single class 
may take charge of a window, or the 
superintendent may appoint a commit- 
tee foreach. [f the windows are deep 
set, a sort of screen or veil can be hung 
before each one and fastened to the wall 
It is to be made by draping smilax 
Egyptian asparagus or any soft grecn 
trailing stuff, so that the window can be 
dimly seen’ through it. If this is pre

pared on Saturday, some fresh flowera 
may be effectively inserted on Sunday 
as late as possible before the church is 


to be seen. This green veil may hang 
half way down the windows, so as not 
to shut out too much light, or it may be 
made to represent a deep lambrequin by 
being looped up in the center. 

The habit in Episcopal churches of 
dressing the altar with only white flow- 
ers is a beautiful one, which other de 
nominations might copy—mass colored 
blossoms anywhere else in the place, but 
leave the pulpit and altar pure white 
Potted plants are best for 
altar decorations. * Dark effect made by 
A group of palms is relieved by callas in 
Juxuriant bloom. The font may be eu- 
tirely surrounded by white flowers anu 
the altar rail trimmed with them. 

In a mission Sunday school one year 
every child was given, on some special 
occasion, a plant in a pot. The little 
ones were to tend the plants with care 
that should make them grow their best 
and bring them on another celebration 
day to the public exercises, loaning them 
for the evening. The plan was a great 
success. Most of the pots were brought 
six-months afterward by--their- proud 
owners, some of the plants being in full 
bloom and all thrifty and large. Each 
pot was marked when brought and set 
in full sight of tho audience,
